The cream of the ri 
posits is diminishing rapidly, ac­ 
cording to these experts, and event­ 
ually the ore mining activities in 
the world’s largest fields may re. 
volve almost entirely around this 
reclamation process, although a few 
of the richer beds may be main­ 
tained. 
It was 13 years ago that 
the 
Oliver Iron Mining Company, con­ 
trollers of approximately 40 per 
cent of the Lake Superior properties 
installed the first ore washing plant. 
Now there are 19 of these plants on 
the Mesabo and Cuyuna ranges in 
Minnesota. The ore washing is mere­ 
ly a process of separating the sand 
and rock from the iron ore. It is a 
tedious process, and innumerable 
improvements were necessary before 
this reclamation could be 
made 
profitable.

members of the House of Commons 
signed

document 
disavowing the 
present 
British 
policy in *Eg>pt and appealing to 
the government to find new meas. 
urea that will restore order and 
confidence in that country. 
This 
declaration 
characterizes 
Lord Allenby’s 
administration 
in- 
Egypt as an utter failure. “There is 
no constitution 
in Egypt today; 
there is only martial law,” it says. 
“There is profound unrest, likely 
from time to time to break into 
violence; 
there 
is 
an 
additional 
burden for the British taxpayer, in^ 
terruption of commerce, and a grow­ 
ing mistrust and dislike of the policy 
of this country throughout the Near 
East.” 
The members of the House declare 
that there are only two possible pol­ 
icies for the British government to 
follow. One is to revoke the declar­ 
ation of independence approved last 
yea? by the vote of the House of 
Commons; to make Egypt a part 
of the British Empire; to suppress 
may i by military force any resistance; 
and to hold the Egyptian people in 
subjection until Buch time as they 
acquiesce in the position sufficient­ 
ly to have some measure -of self­ 
government. “To this course,” they 
add, “we believe most of our fel­ 
low-countrymen, 
are 
unalterably 
opposed, 
it might 
be 
possible, 
though it would be a breach of a 
solemn pledge and a reversal of 
British tradition unparalleled in our 
history." 
The subscribers to the statement 
say that the other course "is to 
face certain facts, the ignoring of 
which has been responsible for the 
failure of Lord Allcnby.
